It is to him that the American people are 
mainly indebted for tlie war of 1S12 — that se- 
cond .struggle for our independence — aud its 
final and honorable a<ljuslim*nt. Wlicii our flag 
ba*l again an 1 again b'jen misuIumI and outraged, 
and our riglils trodden liinler foot, ami a por- 
tn»n of the American people disposed tamely to 
submit lo it. llie g:cat Kentuckian was among 
I tlie rirat to rise 
I Congress, ari'l < 
j clarion blast of war. \V ith that proud imiigaa 
Hon so instinctive in llie heart every inn; 
American, when his rights are invade<i, lie call 
ed on his countrymen to take up arms and 
avenge the wrongs lhat hail been heaped upon 
them. Ills Voice, and lhat of ol her painois of 
lhal day, was lieard and war declared. During 
the whole period ol lhat ]»rotracied struggle Mr. 
Clay stood side by side with Madison, Calhoun 
and others, leading the war parly in Congress 
until peace — an hunor.ible and glorious peace — 
w.is achieved. At the dose of llie war, such liud 
been his exertions in bdialf of the country, and 
Midi ihe transi’emiei.t ability willi whicli he 
Imti ac<]uitied hiin.self, lhat the fame of Mr. 
Clay was fi.xcd. 

'I'liorouglil V anil ikvoledly attached to our 
peculiar instilutions; a warm and ardent friend 
of liberty ami liberal principles, his heart was 
ever rea«iy to pimr out , in .streams •*! burning elo- 
quence, as sympathy for the oppres-cd of every 
nation. Among the ablest speeches lhal he 
delivered on tlic Hour of Coi»grc'*s was one 
in behalf of South American indt pendence. 
The .shouts of l-he gallant .soldiers under the he- 
roic Bolivar, as liic •lisianl voiee of Clay icll 
uplift their ears, are sliU eoiiocJ in that far off 
country, 'j'hcy still hold in gralelul remem- 
brance his disniti resied love fi»r iheir rights, as 
the noble shaft wliich tliey have eicclca Lo lii.s 
memory fully alUsts. 

Nor was he unmindful of the ilown-trodueii 
rights of Greece — unfortunate Greece — llial laml 
of poclrv and song, so *U-ur to the memory of 
everv patriot and scholar. In l?2l, when lhal 
mother <if literature and art was rent with war 
and commotion. Clay, inspired as it were with 
llie associations lliui were thrown around her, 
po'iied out in her belialf a torrent i»f lire and 
I'loquence lhat electrified llie whole civiliztwi 
woild. Mr, Speaker, if Mr. Clay had left no 
other monument to lus memory than his etlorts 
in bclialf o\ the liberties of lliese unfortunate 
countries, his name and fame would have been 
immortal. But, sir, ll.e |ooudcsL achievements 
of his life were made lu behalf of liis own coiiii-* 
try. 'i heie is scarcely a page in our country ’» 
lii'slorv, for the last half century, lhal is not im- 
pressed with the wonderful iutlucuce of his ge- 
nius und patriotism. 

As A siale.smaii and patriot, lie stood almost 
witliout a rival. As a great party leader, Henry 
Clay stood w ithout a peer. Born to commaiKl, 
it was not lor him to follow in the wakei»l oth- 
ers. Bold, .sagaetous, and eminently wise and 
prudent, he po.sse.s.scd elements for a suceessfnl 
e.xeculive oflicei, equal, if not sujicrior, to any 
loan of iris day. 

But w hilst Air. Clay w.asa parllzan, and per- 
haps the greatest party leader of his day, as has 
been statcil, yet, sir. he never allow ed party feal- 
tv lo sluiid between him and his »;ouiitry. AK-re 
ipicstious of expcdieiiry, whieli usually divide 
parlies, were as nothing when lli«y intcrhirrcd 
with liis obligations to ills country. He held 
the perpetuation of the principles of our iu^li- 
tulions, the Union, and our peculiar form of 
government, above all other considerations.— 
I'iiere was no sacritiee, no conciliation, no con- 
ces-sion, that he would not make when it was 
necessary to sa.e his country from anarchy and 
ruin. Fatrioti'-rn wa^tlie ruling passion of his 
lifj; — every feeling, motion, action, was made lo 
bind it. 'l' he greatest and most brilliant achieve- 
ments of his long anil evciilhil life were the re- 
sult of this principle in his natuie. 

Sir, my heart .-.weiU with pride and gratitude 
that words cannot expre.ss, as meinoiy calls to 
view tlie toil, the aliiio.st su)ierliumnn cxerliuns 
he underwent for his country. \Vhi» but him 
could have pre.servedour matioiial unity in 1920, 
when every clement of civil concord was sha- 
ken to the centre, cons* queiil upon the propo-»i- 
tioii lo n<lmil Missouri into llie Union? lio 
but him coiinl liave *jrivvn back ihu tide of war, 
rapine, andde.'truction in wlu-n tliat h^’ilra- 

headc«i immster, iiulificalioii, exhibited itself iii 
iho south, and shook t** the very centre the 
Temple of Liberty itself? Who Gut /nm could 
have seltled the angry clemtMit-s of sectional 
discord and strife in 1950, wlindi were raging 
like a consuming tire, tlireutening all around? 
Mr. ispeaker, the services reiiJeied by Henry 
Clav t«> his country on those three memorable 
occasions, will live gn-cii in tin* memory of un- 
told generation'' to conic. 1 couMask n*) great- 
er, nor more enduring momimeiil to Jiis memory 
than tin* authorship of those three great meas-
